tn unfair ehare o( the burden it inevitably placed upon 
rural counties, becauit rural counties always have a larger 
proportion ol tanxiblt patsoMl property than have eity 
countieB. Intangible personal property is always more 
easily assessed in rural oounties than in city coanties. 
The Kentucky asseaamrat rolla lomUb abundant illns* 
trations of the excessive burden imposed on rural coun- 
titfl. The four eity counties of Kentucky contain more 
than one-third of the aiteesed value of real estate, but 
leae than one-tourth of the assessed value ol intangible 
property. The proportion ol the asseiied valne ol per- 
•onal property to real estate ▼ariee alaoet exactly in in- 
verse ratio with the wealth ol the county. Menifee county 
has only a little over f8,000 worth ol town lots, and per- 
sonal property amonnts to 82^ of the total aaaessmedt; 
In Ifenilec county intangible personal property is over 
lO'y ol the total assessment, while in four city counties 
it is less than 7%. The vahie per acre in Leelie cotinty 
is only 12.62, the lowest in the stata, and personal prop- 
erty amounts to 29*^' of the total asaesenient. Intangible 
personal property amounts to 14% ol the total assessment. 
These two counties i^ere not selected to prove the point, 
but were chosen because one has the smallest value of 
town lots, and in the other the average value per acre was 
the lowest in the s>tate. Illustrations of this Character 

c-niihl be iiuictinitdy fxti'mlt'il. 

"This condition is by no nieana peculiar to Kentucky, 
but obtains in every state which has the same systam of 
taxation. In Ohio ;uu1 Missouri, it is the I'oor rural 
counties without railruaU communication which pay the 
largest proportionate share ol personal taxea. 

"Some (fay the farmers awl inoplr u lm live in rami (//■)- 
frfcfs wHl wake vp to the (act that thia method of raitino 
state ra'enue is putting an unduebttrden upon them. At 
the same time people in the cities should be at once 
aroneeJ to the fact that the system is exceedingly bad lor 
them. 8o both sections of the state require a divorce be- 
tween 8tate and local revenue."
